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FOREWORD 


The Annual Exhibitions of the San Francisco Art Association are a 
long tradition in this city. In California's early days they were the first 
consistent effort to bring art before the local public, and to give artists 
working in the region an opportunity to exhibit. They remain an index 
of art activity here duplicated by no other exhibition. 


The San Francisco Museum of Art has always served as host, carrying 
on the machinery of organizing the large juried exhibitions, but without 
having any voice in their content. Thus it cares for the files of three thou- 
sand artists’ names, prints and distributes the announcements and entry 
blanks that go to them, receives work submitted, ministers to the juries 
during the selection, returns the work not chosen, prints the catalogue, 
sends out invitations, arranges and installs the exnibition, aids the Art 
Association to plan the preview. 


The juries, usually composed by practicing artists, are elected by the 
artist members of the San Francisco Art Association. They do, therefore, 
represent an artist choice. They take their responsibility seriously and 
spend a number of days always in choosing according to their judgment 
the best possible exhibition from the material submitted. Naturally 
the emphasis, on size, kind and quality, of an exhibition varies from year 
to year with the taste and point of view of the individual jury, which in 
turn reflects the taste and conviction of artists in the community at that 
particular time. Over a period of years therefore the Annuals furnish 
an illuminating report on art movements in this area. The present Annual 
is no exception. The Museum is glad to serve once more as host, to pro- 
vide the occasion for the meeting of artists’ production and of public 
response by which a living art develops.
